onee more, the schools, their aims and their 
problems to the people who make them. 

The school is one subject upon which Mr. 
Average Citizen believes himself informed. 
Often he is and, as often, he is not. The news 


of the day finds men and women attacking 
the schools, praising them, proposing pro- 
grams for them, seeking to take courses out 
of them. Men who have not been in a school- 
house since the day they were handed a di- 
ploma or certificate speak as if with intimate 
knowledge of those things whith are going 
on in the classrooms. They start their speeches 
bravely with the familiar: “The trouble with 
our schools today is oes 

And it is a good thing there is so much dis- 
cussion of school problems, good for schools, 
pupils and teachers. Certainly in few profes- 
sions is the aim so consistently one of prog- 
ress. One does not find the sehool man sit- 
ting back with thumbs in vest and proclalm- 
“ing the system perfect. He is found explor- 
ing the possibilities for improvement and he 
knows that the schools go along at about the 
same pace as human progress, eivilization— 

possibly a jump or two ahead. When the boys 
and girls who go to school today are educa- 

tors they will have discovered ways to im- 

prove upon our present methods and the bet- 

ter we train them today the more they can 

There is a 
sort of compound interest in the benefits of an 
educational system, and that large responsi- 
bility which falls upon the school men and 
women should be understood and shared by 
the general public. 

The American school, as one educator puts 
it, ‘‘is the joint guardian with the home and 
the church of those intellectual and moral 
ideals upon which all real progress must be 
based.’’ 

That definition deserves a second reading. 
Then turn to this statement: : 

“Forces released by the industrial and se:- 
entific revolution of the last century are strik- 
ing at the very foundation of the nation’s 
spiritual life. The fear is expressed by some 
that the wholesome standards of thought and 
conduct characteristic of American life are 
being irreparably undermined.” 

The American schools—can we ever do too 
much to give them strength? Should we even 
consider resting until their faculties are com- 
pletely adequate to the heavy burden placed 
upon them?

(Redlands Facts) 

The Pacifie-Southwest Bank has issued its 
monthly bulletin of industrial, agricultural 
and financial conditions and sums up this 
showing with the following paragraph: ‘*The 
trend of business in the Pacifie-Southwest ter- 
ritory during October has been gratifying, 
and justifies the expectation of a definite sea- 
sonal increase in the volume of trade for the 
last quarter of the year. Agriculture in gen- 
eral is in a more prosperous condition than 
for several years past. The customary indi- 
ces indicate an improvement in all lines of 
industry. 

‘Marketing of a profitable citrus crop is 
completed and harvesting of new crop fruit 
has begun in the San Joaquin Valley.

Production estimates 
have been consistently deereased and it 
now believed the crop will be below 200,000 
tons. Shipments of wine and table grapes 
were heavy during October and to date have 
exceeded all previous records.
